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Prof. Sumner’s Position. 


: Editor of the Townsman: 
It is with much pleasure that I am 
able to follow, through the TowNsMAN, 
| the life of Andover and North Ando- 
' ver from week to week, and thereby, 
in a way, to keepin touch with it. I 
notice in a recent issue that Kev. Dr. 
Gladden in his lecture on Socialism 
quoted Prof. Sumner as a representa- 
tive of an undesirable class of social 
workers, whose motto is that ‘‘the big 
duty of every man and every woman is 
Sie | to look after himself or herself.” ‘*This 
i idea,” your report says, ‘‘was vigor- 
| orously combatted by the lecturer, who 
said it would logically lead to barbar- 
ism and the ruin of religion.’’ I have 
a very high regard for Dr. Gladden, 
but I think that here he, like many 
others, has fallen into an error as to 
Prof. Sumner’s meaning and spirit, and 
has so done him injustice. I am aware 
that Prof. Sumner himself is largely re- 
sponsible for the dislike of church peo- 
ple towards him, because of his uncom- 
promising, dogmatic manner. Still, as 
I occasionally remind my friend, Dr. 
Ely, Prof. Sumner has more in common 
wtih him, in points of view, than either 
of them seems to believe. 

Professor Sumner insists that the 
main thing 1n this world is justice. Is 
he, in a way, not right? Justice is 
fundamental; and no man has any 
moral right to set up as a philanthro- 
pist unless he is first just towards his 
fellow-men. As Mill long since said, if 
the laboring classes—or the ‘‘unfortu- 
nate classes’’—had justice, they could 
largely take care of themselves. In 
short, if there were more justice in the 
world there would be a great deal less 
need for charity. Now, as I understand 
it, from what I know of Dr. Gladden 
and Professor Sumner, the difference 
between them is, that Sumner thinks 
that justice is #l that is necessary to pro- 
duce a better social life; while Glad- 
den thinks philanthropy, self-sacrifice, 
—in short,—alttuism, is necessary; too. 
While, personally, I agree with Dr. 
Gladden on this point, yet I must pro- 
test against (he hypocrisy which is too 
often manifested by some seekers after 
glory through philanthropic action. 
There are many—church members, too, 
—who are loud in their protestations of 
love for their fellow-men, who yet day 
by day pérform acts of injustice and 
oppression towards those with whom 
Hu they have todo. The recent investi- 
aye gations of the Congressional ‘‘Sweat- 
eye ing’? Committee, fer example, revealed 

instances. of ‘‘respectable’” church- 

members growing rich on the life-blood 

as it were of those whom Rev. Mr. 

Banks well calls ‘‘white slaves.” Some 

of these people act and talk as if they 
: thought every chance to help a poor 
f fellow being were an occasion for say- 
ing ‘‘Thank God! Here’s another 
; chance to show what a good fellow I 
W am.’’ 

But I am digressing: while, as I said, 
my esteem for Dr. Gladden 1s very 
great, yet I think he has unconsciously 
been rather harder on Prof. Sumner 
than he would be if he knew him well. 
Let me put beside his quotation an- 
other of Sumner’s—from the same book 
I think: ‘Every honest citizen of a free 
state owes it to himself, to the com- 
munity, and éspecially to those who are 
at once weak and wronged, to go to 
their assistance and to help redress 
their wrongs. Whenever a law or so- 
cial arrangement acts so as to injure 
any one, and that one the humblest, 
then there is a duty on those who are 
stronger, or who know better, to de- 
mand and ‘fight for redress and correc- 
tion. But to Professor Sumner—as he 
goes on to say—this means the estab- 
lishment of ‘‘justice for all.’ I am 
sure Dr..Gladden would, in his large- 
ness of heart, approve of this quotation. 

I see that ‘my dear friend Rev. Mr. 
Leavitt has resigned. I trust it will 
not be amiss for me to say here that as 
superintendent of his Sunday School, 
and as principal of the High School, I 
always had his heartiest sympathy and 
co-operation in everything I tried to do 
for the good of either schools or town, 
His pastorate has been rich in results 
of the best spiritual character, and that 
in face of the lying opposition of some 
church officers, whese sense of honor 
and of religious duty was less devel- 
oped than their selfishness in seeking 
for “high places in the synagogue.’’

This heding in the Boston Adver- 
tiser for Feb. 22d drew my attention. 
There was 4 column report of the 97 
nays and thé 88 yéas of our Massachu- 
setts law-givers. A Cambridge man 
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thinks voting would be a burden to wo- 
men who do not want it; and we would 
be dragged into the dirty pool of poli- 
tics and soiled without being able to 
make things clean. A Walpole sage 
says the 50,000 women who want suf- 
frage do not know what they ask for. 
That is the opinion of the 50,001st wo- 
man. My attraction is towards the 
“Lobby.”? This noun, standing in Lat- 
in or German fora little porch or arbor, 
gives us the name for the waiting place 
of men who congregate to influence 
voters, alse for this body of wire-pull- 
ers themselves, and is used as a. verb, 
too, for the nice business, itself. 

There are more than 50,000 women 
in Massachusetts who will stand with 
me in this declaration;—that I would 
rather be the mother of Abraham Lin- 
coln, of Phillips Brooks, of Oliver 
Holmes, Jobn Whittier, or Thomas 
Edison than queen of England or chief 
executive of our own great people.

Silent opinions, are worth 
nothing in the premises. |.Jt is the 
speaking ballot alone that counts. 
Those who desire license will be at the 
polls whatever the weather, and will 
be active in stirring up their friends to 
vote in sympathy with them. No ef- 
fort. will be left unmade to carry their 
purpose into effect. ‘There should be 
ho apathy or indifference to the ques- 
tion among the friends of temperance. 
The majority had for no-licensé in 
years gone by is not 8o large as to war- 
rant the most sanguine temperance 
man in regarding the question as set- 
tled for all time, or thinking a ‘‘No” 
vote to be a foregone conclusion wheth- 
er or not he troubles himself to cast 
his own vete that way. 

I need not discuss the question 
whether the visits of the drinking pop- 
ulation of Lawrence to Andover or 
North Andover for the purpose of 
drinking and carousing are something 
to be desired. To my mind, and doubt- 
less to your readers’, the question an- 
swers itself. 

The educational influence of the sa- 
loon is not of that nature that should 
lead us to invite its presence. Religion 
and immorality have never been blind 
‘enough to call the saloon their ally. 
Poverty and degradation have held the 
saloon largely responsible for their ex- 
istence. In settling the question 
whether the saloon shall be tolerated 
or not, every friend of law and order, 
of peace and sobriety, of religion and 
morals, should be moved to make his 
friendship an active factor at the polls.

In our last issue we gave a retro: 
spective glance over Prest. Harrison’s 
term of office. To-morrow, at Wash- 
ington, his successor is to be inducted 
into the executive chair. The occasion 
suggests a few reflections and antici- 
pations. 

One of the wonders of our nation te 
foreigners is the readiness with which 
all classes acquiesce, as soon as an elec- 
tion has been decided. The men who 
fear deposition from some lucrative 
position are about the only ones who 
are heard to grumble. The great mass 
of the people good-humoredly accept 
the verdict of the majority and have 
confidence in the substantial patriot- 
ism of their opponents. And this is as 
it should be.. No party monopolizes 
allthe wisdom. There are high-minded 
Christian gentlemen in all the political 
organizations. Differences of opinion 
do not blind the better portion of the 
country to this patent fact. And so, 
with scarcely a perceptible tremor in 
the body politic, or in the commercial 
sphere, one president will give way to 
another, representing a wholly differ- 
ent regime. | 

For the first time since Buchanan oc- 
cupied the White House—thatis, a third 
of a century ago—our Democratic 
brethren are to assume the entire con- 
trol of the government. This, at least, 
is their expectation; for they havea 
large majority in the House and will 
organize the Senate with the aid of sev- 
eral Populist new members. These 
latter may not, however, at all: times 
vote with the Democrats: They hold 
the balance of power, few though they 
be, and may become for this reason ex- 
ceedingly important and conspicuous. 

Prest. Cleveland has no holiday under- 
taking before him. Not only 1s his 
own party diyided on such problems as 
silver legislation and the reform of the 
tariff, but there are embarrassing ques- 
tions of finance, pensions, international 
relations, appointments to office, etc., 
ready at hand to vex his soul and con- 
sume his peace of mind. He starts 
with a fairly good Cabinet—though we 
regard it as inferior to that which he 
selected for his first term, and decidedly 
weaker than that of Prest. Harrison. 
He has a popular majority back of him, 
recently on record. He has the pres- 
tige of his former occupancy of the 
Presidential chair. He has a Congress 
faverable to his party, if not its obedi- 
ent servant. He has a chance to give 
the country a successful administration. 
Will he do it? We sincerely hope he 
may. 


Prest. Bartlett’s Address. 


There was a good attendance at the 
Seminary, Friday evening, when ex-Prest. 
S. C. Bartlett of Dartmouth College ad- 
dressed the Society of Inquiry. It is safe 
to assert that no lecturer of the season 
has produced a better impression. 

Dr. Bartlett announced as his topic 
“The Staying Qualities in the Ministry,” 
which he explained as meaning those 
qualities which stay up or support the 
clergyman in attaining the best results, 
as Aaron and Hur sustained the hands 
of Moses... Among these he enumerated 
studiousness, patience. hopefulness, etc. 

In a very genial way he then sketched 
the personality of the professors who 
were in the Seminary here when he was 
a student 50 years ago—the only survivor 
of whom is the venerable Rev. Dr. Park 
of Andover. He also mentioned many of | 
his classmates and fellow-students, who 
made records of usefulness and eminence 
in the home and foreign fields. To these 
he applied the test of the staying quali- 
ties he had mentioned, and showed how 
their success had been due to a combina- 
tion of talent and grace. The venerable 
speaker was effervescent with fun, his 
audience being much of the time moved 
to hilarity by his amusing anecdotes and 
clever hits at ministerial mistakes. 

At the close of the lecture, many pres- 
ent, with other guests notable to attend, 
repaired to the home of Prof. Churchill, 
who was entertaining the distinguished 
visitor during his stay in town. Herea 
delightfully informal reception was held, 
with the concomitants of social chat and 
refreshments. The occasion, in all its, 
features, will long be treasured by those 
who heard and met Dr, Bartlett, whether 
for the first time or as an old friend.

Obituary, 


Our readers will learn with sorrow of 
the death of Miss Mary E. Hidden, which 
occurred on Tuesday, Feb, 28, after g 
brief illness of a little more than a fort. 
night. Indeed, it was buta day or two 
before her seventy-fifth birthday, which 
occurred Feb. 13, that she contracted 
the severe cold which led to bronchitis 
and which caused at the last, after hopes 
of her recovery were strongly entertained 
the unexpected attack of heart failure 
which proved fatal. : 

In the death of Miss Hidden, Andoyer 
loses from the older circle of. itg native 
people one who was much beloved by 
her friends and most highly esteemed by 
all who know her. The infirmities of 
age led her to retire from active par- 
ticipation in'church work some years 
since, but her interest was ever strong 
and intelligent. For many years she 
had been zealously engaged in Sunday 
School work in the Old South Church 
and was, at her death, one of the oldest 
members of the church, in point of gey- 
vice. 

Miss Hidden was a woman of unusua 
intelligence and of wide culture in one of 
her generation. She was among the old- 
est living scholars of Abbot Academy and 
always manifested very warm interest in 
its affairs. It will be remembered that 
it was to the family of Miss Hidden and 
her brother, Mr. D. I. C. Hidden, that 
Mr. Alpheus Hardy brought Joseph 
Neesima when as a lad he came to attend 
Phillips Academy, and here Neesima 
spent happy years, and his memory is 
cherished almost as that of a member of 
the family. It was this special circum. 
stance, and her naturally strong desires 
for the wide advancement of Christ's 
Kingdom, which led Miss Hidden to take 
very great interest in Japan and its peo- 
ple, and she was in correspondence with 
Neesima’s widow. The home of Mr. and 
Miss Hidden has ever been a place of 
visitation by Japanese students who de- 
light to come to the house where Neesi- 
ma lived and left not a few mementoes. 
It is not long since that Miss Hidden 
showed the writer the large scarf or 
cloth in which Neesima bundled up the 
few belongings which he took with him 
when he ran away from: home to ship 
for America. 

Miss Hidden ever maintained that deep 
inteerst in the affairs of the Theological 
Seminary, which is characteristic of the 
older people of the town. It was for the 
purpose of working on Bartlet Chapel 
that Miss Hidden’s father came from 
Newburyport to live in Andover. She 
was conversant with the affairs of the 
Seminary to an unusual degree and was 
remarkably well informed as to the move- 
ments of its graduates. The spirit of 
the Seminary enlisted her warm and in- 
telligent sympathy, and few townspeople 
rejoiced more heartily than she when 
the controversy ended last summer, 

It was eminently fitting from every 
point of view, therefore, that Prof. Smyth 
should | cgnduct the funeral services, 
Which occurred this afternoon, from the 
house, at 2 o’clock. Mr. Hidden has the 
deep and wide-spread sympathy of the 
community in his great loss. 


The sympathy of the community will 
go out this week to Mr. and Mrs. F. M. 
Hill, who have lost by death their little 
daughter Mary. She died last Tuesday, 
of endocarditis, at the age of 11 years, 
after an illness of about three weeks. 
She was a bright, affectionate little girl, 
and much loved by her schoolmates and 
companions.

The funeral services were conducted at 
her home on Chapel Avenue yesterday 
afternoon, Prof. Tucker officiating. The 
floral emblems from ,schoolmates and 
friends were very handsome.

Five or six years of prepara- 
tion, none of which would be required 
for akitchen girl, aserving girl, or a lady 
clerk. And after she becomes one of our 
teachers we expect that she will take 
educational papers, bny educational 
books, attend lectures, and, in fact, spend 
her time and energy in educational work.

Sidewalks. 


Zditor of the Townsman: 


Speaking of sidewalks, what better ar- 
gument could be found than exists at 
the present time, for sore need of them 
in progressive Andover? The sidewalks 
just now are the middle of the road, be- 
cause that is the best place at present to 
walk. Of course, this is an extreme 
case; but our good people too uften have 
extreme cases, and they never would walk 
there if a better place were furnished. 
On our Main Street this is partly done in 
ordinary times, but ought we to be sat- 
isfied with only a stingy little yard wide 
asphalt path in the middle of what ought 
to be a good, generous sidewalk, on one 
side only of this road, and kept in order 
by the elements? 

Oh, there is much to be done in side- 
walk improvement in Andover! If there 
were good sidewalks on both sides of 
Main Street, it would he only a begin 
ning. Weshould remember the Golden 
Rule, and think also of the side and 
cross streets and Mill Villages, where 
more and just as good citizens live with 
their families, than on the Main Street, 
and who have tw pay their share of the 
taxes for all improvements, and who like 
to walk dry shod just as well as their 
more favored neighbors \ 

Strangers coming to Andover take note 
of the facilities and improvements of- 
fered, and good sidewalks would be, I 
think, as likely to attract them here as 
any I know of, for they and their wives 
and children can all directly enjoy them. 
If Andover laid out a thousand dollars 
per year until the whole townwas covered 
with a system of first class sidewalks, 
she would be “casting bread upon the 
waters,” and her returns wonld be almost 
immediate. They would be more popular 
thanthe electric road, cheaper, and used 
by every man, woman and child in the 
town. Another strong attraction would 
also be «ffered for a outsiders seeking 


Facts from Fifty-one. 


The Taxpayer, who one week ago ex- 
pressed his fear that something was 
wrong in the expenditure of the town’s 
money for schools, would have had his 
perturbed mind set at rest concerning 
the difference in expenditures for 1851 
and 1892 if he had read further in the 
school report for the former year. And 
since some of the readers of the Towns 
MAN may have been sympathetically dis- 
turbed by the article, and not known 


where to refer for an explanation, I will 
add the following facts gleaned from a 
more careful perusal of the Report for 
that year. 

The number of teachers employed in 
1851 was fifteen as against thirty-three in 
1892, while the avérage salary of a teacher 
in those days was. between five and siz 
dollars a week as against ten or twelve to- 
day. These two facts are alone sufficient 
to explain the difference in the appro- 
priations-in the two years. But these 
facts do not stand alone. 

Judging by the report of the school 
committee of those days in the same 
year, things were far from being satis- 
factory to themselves or to the town. 
Teachers were changed every term or 
two and much of each term was spent in 
getting the school or the new teacher 
into order, 

The attendance was irregular. The 
average attendance of those whose names 
were on the school lists being only 67 per 
cent instead of 88 asin ’92. Out of the 
one thousand enrolled pupils 371 did not 
attend in summer and 395 did not attend 
in winter. How much of this irregular- 
ity was owing to the frequent change of 
teachers, and how far these changes were 
necessitated by the meagreness of their 
wages, or how far this in turn was the 
result of insufficient appropriation we 
cannot decide at this date. 

But I think that a careful reading of 
that report would assure most of our 
taxpayers, who have a real interest in 
our schools, that we would rather appro- 
priate five times the amount which was 
then set aside for this purpose than go 
back to the condition of things portrayed 
in that report, 

The Taxpayer however appeals to us 
to judge if children of that generation 
were not as well qualified for their place 
in the world as the children of to-day. 
This is a question which cannot be an- 
swered by statistics. But one thing is 
certain, that the education which pre- 
pared the scholars of ’51 to take their 
place in the 19th century would not be 
sufficient to prepare their children to 
take an equally prominent and useful 
place in the Twentieth century.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Condensed Report of the Proceedings of the 
Senate and House. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—The senate passed 
the diplomatic and consular and the military 
academy appropriation bills.

The 
house killed Hatch,s anti-option bill for this 
congress. 


A GENERAL OVERHAULING. 


New Bedford’s Chief of Police Reads a Stern 
Lesson to His Subordinates. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., March 2.—Chief 
of Police Douglass, who has made the 
illegal liquor dealers quail and shut up 
several gambling dens in this city this year, 
brought about a radical change in the po-. 
lice department yesterday and read new 
orders to both night and day force last 
evening. 

Two new lieutenants and three new 
patrolmen went on duty yesterday, and 
other changes were made. The chief ad- 
dressed the men and said that he made the 
changes out of no personal feeling, but for 
the good of the department, and hoped the 
members of the force would look’ at it in 
that way. ‘ 

The chief in his orders wishes the patrol- 
men to request search warrants for places 
when the officer shall deem he has suffi- 
cient evidence against any place. He 
orders the officers to keep loafers away 
from doorways and told them that he 
should expect none of the officers to walk 
together, or converse with anybody except 
about things pertaining to police matters, 

He particularly calls their attention to a 
clause in the police regulations which says 
that no member of the department shall, 
in the station house or elsewhere, drink 
any kind of intoxicating liouor or enter 
any place where liquor is sold, except in 
performance of his duty. 

The chief thinks he has an excellent 
body of men to carry out his orders. Most 
of the older men have been placed in irre- 
sponsible positions. 


HE MEANS BUSINESS. 


Corbett Replies to Statements Regarding His 
Physical Condition. 


New York, March 1.—A suggestion from 
Chicago has set sporting men here talking 
about Corbett’s illness, said to. be the re- 
sult of a long-neglected ailment. Some 
say he will forfeit to Mitchell, as it will be 
impossible for him to train again for a 
hard fight. © 

Dr. J. W. Gibbs, who made a physical 
examination of Corbett just before he 
began to train for his fight with Sullivan, 
said; ‘I am compelled to decline to affirm 
or deny that Corbett is suffering from any 
disease. I will say, however, that I am 
not surprised that he is ill.”’ 

Professor Mike Donovan, who was with 
Corbett when he was examined by Dr. 
Gibbs, said: ‘Corbett was not as well as 
he might have been. I doubt, however, if 
he is so bad now as to be unable to stand 
training: I don’t want to be quoted as 
saying anything about him or his affairs, 
He and I are on the outs, and what I may 
say regarding him might be put down as 
said for spite.’ 

DuLUTH, March 1.—Both Brady and 
Corbett ridiculed the idea that there was 
anything in the latter’s illness which 
threatened to interfere with the Mitchell 
contest. Corbett stated that he had ac- 
cepted the invitation of J. W. Davis, owner 
of the Willow Dale farm at Crown Point, 
30 miles from Chicago, to go into training 
and to prepare for his fight with Mitchell 
when his theatrical season is ended.

SOMETHING UNUSUAL. 


President Morton Tenders a Grand 
Reception to His Successor. 


WAS IINGTON, March 2.—The reception 
tendeved last night by Vice President and 
Mrs. Morton to the vice president elect and 
Mrs, Stevenson at their residence on Scott ' 
Circle marked another deviation by Mr. 
Morton from the traditions surrounding 
his position. It was an unprecedented 
thing for the outgoing vice president to 
bestow any recognition, official or social, 
upon his successor. Mr. Morton’s ele- 
gant mansion was decorated with palms, 
ferns, foliage-plants and cut flowers and 
he and Mrs. Morton introduced their 
guests to Mr. and Mrs. Stevenson; who 
stood beside them.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., March 1.—The 
council of the Congregational churches to 
investigate the charges preferred against 
Rev. Rufus P. Gardner, pastor of the 
Marion Congregational church, convened 
yesterday in the church.

BABES BORN IN A CAB. 


Woman Tnrned From the Doors of the 
Springfield Clty Hospital. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 2,—Mrs. Ed- 
ward Bourdon gave partial birth to twins 
nacab, just after being turned from the 
doors of the city hospital. 

She finally found refuge in the private 
Institution of Isaac Buscall, on School 
street. 

Mrs. Bourden’s husband is a carpenter, 
living at Indian Orchard, who, for several 
months, has been in Missouri working at 
his trade. Hey occasionall sent his wife 
money, and recently wrote her that he was 
about to return home. Mrs. Bourden, 
who is about 30 years of age, had no chil- 
dren, and so boarded out. 

Tuesday morning she was taken very ill, 
and, disliking her surroundings, deter- 
mined to enter the Springfield hospital, 
which she thought of as a large charitable 
institution. Accordingly she took an 
early morning train for this city and 
chartered a hack upon arriving here. 

Dr. Rossman of the city hospital firmly 
declined to allow the woman to stay there, 
despite her entreaties, as the rules. forbid 
the admittance of contagious or confine- 
ment cases, and directed her to Isaac Bus- 
call’s house, two miles away. 

Just as the cab containing Mrs. Bourden 
arrived at Mr. Buscall’s house, the woman 
gave partial birth to a child in the cab. 

The mother was soon cared for, while 
messengers were dispatched to the house 
of Mrs, Bradley Gilman, wife of the pastor 
of Unity church, for clothing for the baby. 
They<returned well supplied, but were sent 
out again to request duplicate favors, as 
the woman had been delivered of another 
child during their absence. 

Mrs. Bourdon and her babies were 
taken to the almshouse hospital, where 
they are doing nicely. 


Reciprocity Not Favored. — 

OTTAWA, March 2.—The great battle for 
tariff reform which hes been raging in 
parliament for a long time was brought to 
close when a vote was taken on Cart- 
wright’s amendment declaring for the im- 
mediate revision of the tariff in favor of 
freer trade. The amendment was defeated 
by a vote of 126 to 72, a majority for the 
government of 54.

THE ROOT OF ALL EVIL 


lONEY AND THE VARIOUS. TERMS 
USED TO DESIGNATE IT. 


Mediums of Exchange Among Many Na- 
tions—Rude A rticles That Were of Stable 
Value—The Names of the Various Coins 


of the Great World. 


In Great Britain at the time of the 
Norman conquest were two kinds of 
money—“‘living money,” i. e., slaves and 
vattle, and ‘dead money,” that of metal. 
in the 18th century Nicolo and Matteo 
Polo found a money in use in China 
which was made of the inner bark of the 
mulberry tree, and which it was death 
py torture to counterfeit or to refuse to 
jake in any part of the country. Among 
the South Sea islanders iron was so 
valued that it became money, and axés 
, standard of payment, the value of other 
articles being stated at so many axes. 
Cowrie shells are used as.small coins in 
India, the East Indian islands and Africa, 
tnore than 1,000 tons being brought to 
Liverpool in 1851 from India to ex- 
ported to the African coast in exchange 
for palm oil. In America wampum was 
used by the Indians and was even coun- 
terfeited in 1635 by the colonists of Mas- 
gachusetts. 

In India cakes of tea and in China 
pieces of silk pass as money, while at the 
reat annual fair at Nizhnee-Novgorod in 
oa the price of tea has to be known 
pefore the prices of other commodities 
are fixed, it being the standard by which 
all exchange of merchandiseis regulated. 
In 1574 quantities of pasteboard were 
coined in Holland, and in 1770 in Scot- 
land workmen carried nails as money to 
vake shops and alehouses. Notched 
wood was used at one time in England, 
and incentral parts of South America 
soap, chocolate, cocoanuts, eggs, etc., 

asmoney. In British West Indies 
until of late years pins, a slice of bread, 
apinch of snuff or a dram of whisky 
gerved the same purpose. In America 
st various times raccoon, deer and bear- 
kins, corn, beef, tobacco and codfish 
have been legal tender. 

The Jews, in addition to their ordinary 
money of shekels, talents and drams 
of silver, had ‘‘jewel money.” To this 
people we are alao indebted to the use of 
paper money in lieu of that of metal. 
And among the curious facts in connec- 
tion with this subject may be noted that 
the sum paid Judas for the betrayal of 
his master would be, according to the 
relative value of money in our day, a 
little more than 40 cents, a small price 
with which to purchase eternal infamy. 
The first mention of money in any of the 
ancient records speaks of it as being 
‘weighed and not counted,.and no muti- 
lated piece was ever rejected. Under 
the Norman kings silver was coined with 
deep crosses, so that smaller bits could 
be obtained by simply breaking off what 
‘was required, something as, we tear off 
postage stamps today. — 4 

An teen study is found in trac- 
ing out the origin of the names of coins 
familiar tousnow. The American dol- 
lar has quite a little history of its own. 
In northern Bohemia is a little valley 
called Joachimstal, or Joachim’s valley, 
and in the 16th century the reigning duke 
of this region authorized this little min- 
ing city or district to coin a silver piece, 
which was called Joachimstaller. But 
the Joachim part of the name proving 
too much for everyday use, it was dropped 
and that of thaler deemed sufficient. The 
piece being of convenient size and well 
molded passed into general use in Ger- 
many and Denmark, and again under- 
went a change in orthography, finally 
turning up as the ‘‘daler,” whence it 
came into English as the dollar, and was 
adopted as such by the Americans. 

In France the Mexican dollar is gener- 
ally called the ‘‘piastre,” and the name 
is. also applied to the American coin, but 
in either case the appellation is incorrect, 
forthe name piastre, or piaster, has for 
the past 50 years been applied correctly 
only to a small silver coin used in Turkey 
and Egypt, and which is worth from 
about 5 to 8 cents in American coinage. 
The word cent comes of course from 
ventum, being a hundredth part of the 
‘American dollar, the dime also meaning 
atenth. 

The word shilling is of Saxon origin 
and was introduced into England by 
that people. Penny, formerly ‘‘pfen- 
nig,” was also brought into England by 
the Saxons and was first coined in sil- 
ver and originally derived from the 
word “‘pand,” to pawn, with the diminu- 
tive suffix “ing.” The cognomen, 
“crown,” of the English piece, worth 
about $1.20 in American coinage, was 
first issued by Edward III and named 
in consequence of the image placed upon 
it. The groat was first coined by the 
same monarch and is a corruption of 
the word ‘‘grosses,” in contradistinction 
to the small coins or pennies. Its value 
was equal to abowt four of the latter 
coins, 

_ The Russian ‘‘ruble”’ comes from the 
verb “to cut” and was so called from 
the ornamental edge the piece formerly 
had. The kopeck is equal in value to two- 
Pence, as is also the kreutzer in Austria, 
cent in Holland, Italy, France and Spain. 
Tn the last country the 5-pseta piece, 
ralled thet escude, corresponds to the 
American dollar, the pseta being the 
small coin representing the monetary 
standard and meaning simply ‘“‘little 
Piece,” For several hundred years and 
Until a recent date money was coined in 
from 20 to 80 places in France, but all is 
now issued from the mint at Paris. 
| Few French gold coins are now in cir- 
culation, except those stamped with the 
head of Napoleon III, and silver pieces 
of the same issue are almost as common.

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Learning From Englishmen. 

It is true that the English have culti- 
vated sprinting, hurdling and the vari- 
ous field events somewhat less success- 
fully than we, but for all distances above 
the quarter mile the English records (to 
tse our American standard of compari- 
Fon) are the world’s records. This means 
that the prevailing interest abroad is less 
in the close gymnasium and on the dreary 
cinder track than in cross country runs 
end paper chases, which lead the athlete 
through woods and fields, blow his lungs 
full of fresh air and steep his senses in 
bunlight. Likewise the Englishman's 
yacht is, as it were, his summer home, 
While his horses are the companions of 
the hunt and his travels. If yacht or 
horse wins races for him, so much the 
better. 

But he draws the line when it comes to 
pacrificing their sounder merits for the 
passing glory of sweepstakes. Thus sport 
with him is pleasanter and less intensely 
exciting. It is fruitful in mental relaxe- 
tion and rest as well as in bodily heal: 
In short, Americans lack the stren;.’. 
that comes through moderation and re- 
pose, through wholesomeness of mind 
and body. We have yet to learn that 
the work of life is too serions for us to 
set our hearts and stake our health on 
the pastimes of idle hours; that our years 
are too few to be shortened by devoting: 
workdays and playdays alike to the 
wasting passion of achievement.—John 
Corbin in Outing. 


Living With a Broken Heart. 

A remarkable case of survival for a 
week with rupture of the heart is re- 
ported, The man, who was 52 years 
old, short and plethoric, was playing 
football, when he suddenly fell down in 
a sort of faint, but recoveredin a few 
moments and continued his play. Soon 
after the game was over, however, he 
had another and more severe attack, ac- 
companied by pain in the cardiac re- 
gion, and a few minutes later he was in 
a state of partial collapse, with shallow 
breathing, almost imperceptible pulse, 
and very severe pain over the heart. He 
gradually improved and was able to sit 
np, but seven days later he had another 
fainting fit and died. 

At the autopsy the heart was found to 
be fatty, degenerated and very friable, 
and in the wall of the left ventricle was 
a break or rupture half an inch in diam- 
eter.. It seemed most probable that the 
rupture was at first very minute or par- 
tial, not allowing the escape of blood in- 
to the pericardium, and that a week later 
some extra exertion caused a completion 

r enlargement of the rupture, resulting 
hi the eacape of blood and death.—Lon- 
don Lancet. 


Untimely Criticism.

Said to Be Better Than Morphine. 
Mention is made of codeine sulphate 
as an extremely prompt sedative in af- 
fections of the respiratory tract, pos- 
sessing an advantage over morphine in 
that it does not check the secretions, nor 
does it lead to a habit, nor has it dis- 
agreeable after effects, and it will allevi- 
ate pain. The dose varies from one- 
eighth to one-half, and, exceptionally, 
one grain, given in pill or in solution, 
frequently in sirup of wild cherry. 
The officinal alkaloid is rarely used, 
the sulphate being preferred for the pur- 
. If administered in water, an in- 
soluble residue is sometimes found, 
which, on examination, proves to be the 
alkaloid codeine, found in codeine sul- 
phate from the excessive heat employed 
in concentration of the solution for crys- 
tallization. New York Tribune. 


A Bogus Bear's Ham. 

The late Sir Richard Owen, the emi- 
nent anatomist, often had his skill in 
identifying bones tested. On one occa- 
sion his friend and neighbor, Lord John 
Russell, sent him a specimen for this 
purpose, and the professor quickly pro- 
nounced it the thigh bone of a pig. This 
explanation of the query was subse- 
quently offered by Lord John: ‘‘Presi- 
dent Buchanan had sent from America 
to the English statesman the present of 
‘a choice bear’s ham,’ and the family had 
breakfasted off it several times with 
much enjoyment. Somehow or other, 
however, suspicion was aroused, and the 
bone was sent to their scientific neigh- 
bor, with the result stated.”—Cor. Pall 
Mall Gazette. .

Substances that con- 
tribute to the nutrition of plants will act 
as food for trees, and, as we see the phys- 
ical properties of the trees themselves, 
leaves and other matter have a direct 
share in their nutrition.

Hence the tree becomes 
stunted in growth and is soon dead, fall- 
ing to the ground to become, through its 
ashes, nutrition for some other frailer 
plant which can subsist in such soil,—

FeLLow Cit1zeEns:—I have, as you

the question of selling intoxicating liquor 
and give.the whole weight of your man- 
hood to enlarging the ‘‘No” vote and 
strengthening the bulwarks of our town 
against that which brings misery to so 
many every year? And I would also ask 
those who have hitherto voted ‘‘Yes.” 
“Is it not about time for yourto stand 
shoulder to shoulder with us; to fight 
for happy homes; and well clothed and 
well educated children; and bank ac- 
counts against days of sickness and old 
age; and self respect which is the great 
privilege and the great blessing of the 
poor man?” Let us say ‘‘No’’ this year 
with a unanimity which our children

She has risen 
ina supreme effort and has swept the 
saloon from her streets. How would it 
look in us to allow her traffickers to defy 
her and set up their business in our town? 
Let us say ‘“‘No’’ to make effective the 
‘‘No”’ of Lawrence. ... 

And we owe it to our state to say ‘‘No.” 

There is a conflict going on all through 
the state to drive away this dread saloon. 
Each part of the state feels the influence 
of every other part. The cities are the 
strongholds of the liquor traffic, but 
many of them have driven it out, and 
joined the great majority of towns in 
“Clean records.’ But some cities are 
still in the toils. They cannot get free 
as yet. What we want to dois to bring 
to bear on them the great weight of the 
vote outside their limits. We owe it to 
the state to swell the ‘‘No” total vote as 
much as possiblé. The net gain in the 
‘*No’’ vote in the cities alone of our state 
in 92 was 11,938. Weshould be on the 
gaining list when that list is in the inter- 
est of righteousness. 

Shall we not make the ‘‘No’’ vote at 
the coming town meeting the star vote of 
our history? Fairly burying out of sight 
the few ‘‘Yes’’ votes that may be polled? 
We can do it by each one seeing that his 
whole duty is done.
